Farmers will be very interested to 
hear that the Provincial Government 
will. operate a revised Hail Board 
this season, giving a Waxximum pro- 
tection against damage by hail of 
, $5.00 per acre. One of the advantages 
of the new scheme is the method of 
, financing, under whieb an initial pay- 
ment of $5.00 Is required on the pre- 
mium at the time of writing the In- 
; Surance, the balance to be paid by 
; November 1st. Insurance will not be 
paid on any crop which has not been 
damaged to the extent of 10 per cent, 
but 100 per cent loss will be awarded 
on any crop damaged over 85 per cent. 
Payment of all claims for crop dam- 
oge t# to be made on the first day of 
November in each year, ‘and the first 
day of April in the year following.

“The country looks in great shape, 
the green grass giving evidence of the 
return of normal moisture conditions 
such as we have not had for at least 
ten years. The crops are showing up 
nicely with a tender greenness that 
is full of real promise’,) said John 
Martin, Advertising Manager of the 
Massey-Harris Company, Limited, 
Toronto, visiting the city today after 
a trip through the Southern part of 
the Province, 

“Farmers are Making good headway

plements is a very high one. As a 
Ee of tact the implement. indust- 


ry is one of the least protected indus- 
tries in Capade. ‘The tariff on farm 
implements is only 7 1-3 per cent, and 
that rate is not paid op the retail 
price, but on the dutiable price set 
by the Excise Department, which 
really makes the actual duty paid 
less than 4 per cent on the price of a 
binder to the Canadian farmer. 

It is also to be noted that all trac- 
tors are duty free, which Incidentally 
results in no traetors being manufac- 
j tured by Canada; yet about half the 
entine purchases for farm equipment 
last year were Tractors”

THE WORLD OF WHEAT! 


By H. L. G. Strange 
Director “Crop Testing Plan” 

My land is badly infested with wild 
oats. | lose money every year. Can | 
get rid of them’? A friend asked me. 

Well, many have done it, 1 replied, 
But it takes a lot of work and pat- 
ience, and these four principles must 
be observed. 

1— Do not seed any wild oats with 
the grain you sow, 

2—Induce the seeds now in the 
ground to grow then kill the young 
plants by cultivation. 

3— Do not plough the field for sev- 
eral years, 

4— Do not permit wild oat plants, 
growing in the field, to set to seed. 

From my own experience | suggest 
this method— Summerfallow the field, 
but permit the wild oat planis to 
grow to the four leaf stage (when the 
young plants are easily killed), then 
cultivate the field and so destroy 
vast numbers of the plants, then let 
the wild oats grow up again to the 
same stage and cultivate again. Do 
this several times during the season. 

Do the same thing early the next 
year until about the first week in 
June, then sow oats for green feed, | 
or seed a very early barley. The fol- 
lowing year sow a grain crop, and 
pick by hand, in the field, the few re- 
maining wild oats plants before their 
head ripen.
